That the roadway between the
rb lines of 222nd street from
t western line of Cabrillo Ave-

BBS westerly to tbe eastern line of

•enue, the western 
of feabrillo Avmne from 

tbe northernlcurb line of 222nd 
atreet sou their to a line 40 feel 
southerly' frdti the northern Hn« 
of Pktaa Del Amo. the northern 
roadway of ftasa Del Amo from tbe 
wester* UB« Of Cabrlllo Avenue 
westerly t», «he eastern line oT Ar­ 
lington A-Ttoue, the roadway of 
Andreo amok Gramercy Avenues 
from the Vouthern line of 
222nd street \south erly 
the northern l\e of Plata Del 
Amo, shall be grided to the offl 
dal grade and paVd with "Na 
tional Pavement," Vmsistlns; of 
asphaltic concrete basLj^ filches 
thick and National PaveVent Wear- 
Ing Surface 1% Inches fVck.

That concrete curb shal\be con­ 
structed along the soiitheX curb 
line of the northern roadwVy of 
Plata Del Amo from the eaV 
line of Arlington Avenue east) 
to the western curb line of i 
brillo Avenue.

AND WHEREAS, said contem­ 
plated work and improvement, in 
the opinion of the1 Board of Trus­ 
tees, is of more than local or or­ 
dinary public benefit said Board 
hereby makes the expense of said 
work and Improvement chargeable 
anon a district of lands, which said 
district said Board hereby declare; 
to be the district benefit ted bj 
said work and improvement, and 
to be assessed'to pay the costs and 
expenses thereof; which said dta- 
trlct is bounded and described as 
follows:

Beginning at the point of inter­ 
section of tbe northern line • of 
222nd street with the center lint 
of Cabrlllo Avenue, and running 
thence along tbe center line of 
Cabrillo Avenue southerly to the 
center line of Plaaa Del Amo; 
thence westerly along, tbe. center 
line of Plaaa Del Amo to tbe east­ 
ern line of Arlington Avenue: 
thence northerly along tbe easterly 
line of Arlington Avenue to the 
northern line of 222nd street; 
thence easterly in a straight line to 
the point of beginning; saving and 
excepting from the above bounded 
and described area the area of all 
public streets and avenues and 
alleys contained therein,

that serial bonds to represent un
